Chang 
teaches a test paper 101 is adhered on the inner surface of the cover and upon a drilling by an external needle into the hole 100 to 
perforate the contrast paper 101 this is equivalent to applicants claimed "peirceable cap" (See CoL 1 , Lines 51-55). 
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
